Farms Under Water. 

While the "land water" must be 
kept from flowing back to the sea un- 
used, and Professor Shaler in "Man 
and the Earth" suggests that by and 
by practically all of it will be held 
back for water power and irrigation 
service until it has evaporated, yet he 
thinks that none of it will be kept In 
shallows, in bogs, and in marshes. It 
will be held by forested tracts, ii 
tifldlal reservoirs, and in lakes or re- 
stricted area but increased depth. The 
tillable lands of Holland are ten times 
greater than they were before artifi- 
cial winning of them from the sea be- 
gan. This is well known; but most 
readers are surprised to learn that 
one-third cf Great Britain was bogs 
and marshes in King Alfred's time, 
and that all around the North and Bal- 
tic Seas the work has been only less 
extensive than in Holland.
